These  impromplu  ceremonies  that  regularly  dot  the  cam¬ 
pus  arc  actually  the  medium  of  a  positive  project.  Further¬ 
more.  initiation  is  meant  to  be  a  two-way  affair,  with  both  the 
initiates  and  the  "whip-crackers"  benefiting. 

That  horrible  color  combination  created  by  orange  name 
tags  on  the  forest-green  bonnets  are  one  of  the  best  ways 
of  getting  acquainted  that  has  ever  been  patented.  It's  an 
obligation  to  learn  the  name  of  either  the  accuser  or  the 
accused  as  the  case  presents  itself. 

Furthermore,  this  association  keeps  everybody  busy — 
maybe  even  busier  than  desired.  This  is  actually  a  good  thing 
in  all  its  outer  frustration,  for  an  occupied  mind  doesn’t  have 
time  to  bemoan  the  "fine  free  days  back  home."

Litllo  defense  machinerj'  is  in  the  making  and 
the  countries  arc  not  agreed  upon  a  unified  military 
command.  SEATO  will  not  have  the  military  might 


of  NATO,  but  it  is  a  stop  in  the  right  direction.  ' 
Attempts  are  being  made  to  supplement  this 
orgaiiization  with  stronger  two-aiid  three-party  agree¬ 
ments. 

Thousands  of  mile.s  separate  some  of  the  mcm-y 
ber  nations  from  the  main  alliance  group.  The  re-‘ 
lucUnce  of  Burma,  India  and  Indonesia  to  join  what 
they  consider  an  alliance  dominated  by  the  West, 
leaves  large  gaps  in  the  defense  of  South  Asia. 

The  treaty  does  not  promise  much  specific 
military  action  in  stopping  any  Communist  at.  « 
tack,  but  it  is  expected  to  produce  more 
economir  aid,  mostly  from  the  U.S.,  to  deter 
internal  subversion. 

The  treaty  is  designed  to.  bolster  anti-Communist 
govermnents-and  to  check  Communist  fifth  columns.. 
Laler  on  Ceylon  or  Burma  may  join  this  defense* 
communilv.  but  only  if  they  sec  benefits  in  belong¬ 
ing.  In  the  future  this  organization  can  cut  larger 
teeth  into  its  aEreemenl.s  and  so  develop  ready  forces 
of  sufficient  size  to  meet  oggression.  -

Upper  Iowa  University  and  Wartburg. 

Along  with  the  other  gridiron  teams  in  tlie  le.iguc,  the  Knights 
will  play  only  six  loop  games  this  year,  but  a  full  slate  of  eight  gamc.s 
is  scheduled  for  1955.  This  was  necessary  because  many  of  the  learns 
had  already  made  commitments  for  .the  present  season. 

Dr.  Elmer  H.  Hcrtel,  secretary  of  the  IIAC,  reported  that  a 
schedule  for  all  other  intercollegiate  sports  was  adopted  at  the 
Dubuque  conference.  In  basketball  a  round  robin  schedule  of  16 
games  is  on  tap. 

Track,  golf  and  tennis  titles  will  bo  decided  m  one  huge  con¬ 
ference  meet  to  be  held  at  Wartburg  this  year 

Dubuque  will  be  the  scene  of  tlie  conference  wrestling  meet.  The 
baseball  championship  will  be  decided  entirely  on  a  percentage  basis. 

A  large  number  of  doubleheaders  has  been  scheduled  in  order  to 
alleviate  some  of  the  confusion  which  the  weather  tends  to  create 
near  the  beginning  of  each  summer.
